EFFECT COAL PRICES 


Cancellation of zone regulations and 
rates will probably not effect the coal 
situation in Jancsville, Leo H. Atwood, 
secretary of the Fifield Lumber, and 
Coal company stated today.

.companies have contracts for coal al- 
ready . placed, and the fuel is'in the 
yards here. 
Due to the 'mild winter and to the 


fact that there was not so .much diffi- 
culty as anticipated in securing hard 
coal, th£- city has 
enough 
to 
last 
through the winter. The price will re- 
nain about the same, though possibly 
it will go a little higher due to an in- 
crease of 25 cents per .ton at the Illi- 
nois mines. 
The amount of- eastern 
soft 
coal 


which will 'be received here will be 
neg-legible. .Apartment houses and a 
few private residences, which 
burn 
soft coal have necesssarily used coal 
from this zone this winter, which is 
more sooty. Because the soot has al- 
ready made a spring gleaning neces- 
sary, the majority of owners will not 
now change to eastern coal, even If it 
can be shipped here. 
Had the winter'been severe, it is 


probable ttiat the situation would have 
been somewhat different. 
The supply 
dt local yards would ordinarily run 
cut about March 1, and the remain- 
der would have to be shipped in.

Like 
guerillas, they unconsciously damage 
the -very cause they ought to help. 
They cannot give a single good reason 
for their position, but there nre many 
rensous why every Christian should 
join 'some church. 


I. There he can render the most ef- 


fective service. Ho is one of many, 
ivho are all working under one 
com- 


mander nnd for the same end, and 
who, 
collectively, can accomplish -.-hat 


could not he done separately. If.it jg 


' n good thing to fli'.ve churches in a. 


community, then Christians should 
fuppont them. 


Remove the churches from n town, 


and property would depreciate, busi- 
ness would decline, and all good 
peo- 


ple would move away. Sunday would 
hecpme a holiday, life and property 
would \fk unsafe, and the town would 
soon have such a bad reputation that 
no decent person would move Into it. 
For this reason every Christian owes 
it to himself, his family, to society, 
n ml to his God, to join and support 
some church. 
' 


II. It is the only consistent position 


for a Christian. In the church his in- 
fluence will help and not hinder; for 
an outsider, who ought to be in the 
church, damages the cause of Christ 
just as much as an Insider who ought 
to bo out. A Christian who refuses to 
join the church practically says -to the 
world that the commands of Jesus are 
not binding or Important, which.
